At  the  same  time 
the  leaders  of  the  united  front  movement  of  the  youth  showed  the 
sparsity  of  this  measure  and  showed  the  masses  how  the  govern- 
ment plan  threatened  to  worsen  the  conditions  of  some  sections  of 
the  youth.  Comrade  Green  was  quite  right  in  estimating  the 
results  of  these  tactics  as  follows  : 

•<  Thus  this  project  of  Roosevelt  was  changed  from  a weapon 
directed  against  the  Youth  Congress  into  an  instrument  for  tnohi- 
lising  the  youth  for  increased  government  aid.”
